230 arrested at GOP convention 


MIAMI BEACH, Florida. — At least 
280 persona were arrested yesterday 
after demonstrators harassed pedes- 
trians and stoned the cars of some 
delegates near Convention Hail, po- 
lice said. The mass arrests were the 
first during the Republicen National 
Convention. 

A special court, set up immediate- 
ly, began to process ‘the protesters. 
Bond for most was set at $250 each. 

The protesters at first were allow- 
ed to block the intersection at 20th 
Street and Washington Avenue, 
where they burned an American 
flag end some red-whi 
bunting. 

A spokesman ‘for the Miami Beach 
police department said some “zippies” 
had sticke and were hitting pamers 
by on the sidewalks. They were 
beating on cars, breaking a few 
windows. 

“They also climbed poles and pul- 
Jed down bunting and began burning 
it, We thought there was a poten- 
tialy dangerous situation,” the spo- 
kesman said. Police said the de- 
monstratons submitted to arrest 
quietly and there were πὸ reports 
of 


injuries.

South Yemen plane 


hijacked 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Three armed 
opponents of Aden’s Marxist gov- 
ernment yesterday hijacked a South 
Yemeni DC6 over the Mediterranean 
and ordered the pilot to fly to anti- 
Communist Libya. 


The propelier-driven aircraft of 
the national Al Yemda airlines, 
with 54 passengers apd six crew 
aboard, landed in Benghazi, Libya, 
jast night, after a three-hour re- 
fuelling stop in Nicosia, the Middle 
East News Agency said. 


The hijackers — two men and 
a woman — said they belonged to 
a self-styled group calling itself 
the “Bagles of National Unity in 
South Yemen.” The plane was on 
a regular weekly flight from Bei- 
rut .to Cairo and Aden. 


to Libya 


The South Yemeni embassy in 
Beirut immediately denounced the 
hijacking as a “criminal incident” 
perpetrated by “reactionary forces 
and counter-revolutionary elements.” 

The embassy charged that Saudi 
Arabia was behind the incident and 
said the Aden government holds it 
responsible for the safety of the 
plane and passengers. 

The embassy seid South Yemen 
will ask Libya to release the plane 
and the passengers, and hand over 
the “criminals.” 

The agency gave no details of the 
landing in Benghazi, but in Nicosia 
the plane was surrounded by armed 
policemen at 8 remote corner of 
the airfield, when it landed around 
1500 local time. It took off about 
90 minutes later.

Israeli spectators told the radio 
that the Maccabi footballers’ un- 
sporting behaviour did great harm 
to Israel’s sports reputation in the 
U.S. 

The game in San Francisco follow- 
ed four previous defeats and only 
one win for the Israel soccer cham- 
pions on a scheduled 10-game tour 
of the U.S. The trip was 2 “prize” 
for Maccabi's winning the National 
League last season.

Secretary of State William Rogers, 
accompanied by some of his top 
aides, discussed the problem with 
Mr. Stein and two other Jewish 
leaders, Mr. Max Fisher of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds, and Mr. Richard 
Maas of the American Council for 
Soviet Jewry, in Washington last 
Friday. Mr. Stein said that the 
Meeting was called at the Secretary’s 
initiative. With Mr. Rogers were 
Assistant Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco, Mr. Richard Davies of the So- 
viet Desk at the State Department, 
and White House aide Leonard Gar- 
Tent. 

Mr. Davies told the Jewish leaders 
that the U.S. had been unable to 
obtain a copy of the decree. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Stein, unconfirmed 
reports reaching New York indicate 
that Communist Party Secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev signed the docu- 
ment. 

Mr. Stein said he expects to meet 
with Mr. Rogers in about 
two weeks. In the meantime, he said 
he would not be surprised if the 
problem of the ransom decree ~— 
which he called a “wall of rubles” 
against emigration — was discussed 
at the Republican Convention in 
Miami Beach this week. 


He said he would be “shocked” 
if there had been any agreement on 
quotas of Jews who would be al- 
lowed to leave the Soviet Union. 
The talks, he said, probably centred 
on “an agreement in principle on 
the right to emigrate.” 

It was totally out of the question, 
he said, for Jews outside the Soviet 
Union to raise the “ransom money.” 
Exit visa fees graduated by edu- 
cational level represented “pro 
Bressive degrees of imprisonment," 
he said. 

The problems of Soviet Jewry 
did not affect party politics in the 
ΛΒ.

Slum-dwellers 


demonstrate 
for housing

| HAIFA, — About three dozen men, 


women and children are camping 
outside City Hall in protest agains it 
slum Conditions in their quarter, the 
Municipal housing project in the 
Bayside Industrial zone. 

The 500 small, closely built homes 
were built by the City in 1950 for 
immigrants who needed housing 
quickly. The area soon deteriorated, 
and was included by the Municipali- 
ty in its slum clearance project. Two- 
thirds of its residents have already 
been rehoused elsewhere. 

The residents complain that the 
abandoned houses have become lit- 
tered with refuse, that vermin and 
rats abound and that they suffer 
from the tons of dust released by 
the adjoining stone crushing plant. 
Sewage and sanitary conditions in 
general are intolerable, they said. 

Acting Mayor Yeruham Zeisel 
explained yesterday that the stone 
crushing mill was operating legiti- 
mately in an industrial zone, and the 
Municipality could not close it down. 
The residents had been given prio- 
rity for rehousing and during the 
past four years most of them had 
already been given homes elsewhere. 

The demonstrators decided on 
their public protest after the suc- 
cess of the residents of another 
slum area, the ma@abera at Kiryat 
Haim West. Their week-long sit- 
down demonstration outside City 
Hall at the end of May speeded up 
their transfer to better and larger 
homes.

‘U.S. can end war within a few days’ 


PARIS, — The Vietcong said yester- 
Gay President Nixon can end the 
Vietnam war “within a few days" 
if the U.S. dumps Saigon President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, stops bombing 
the North and withdraws all 7.5. 
forces. 

“We reaffirm that if President 
Nixon wants a just and honourable 
peace, if he responds to our legiti- 
mate demands and negotiates seri- 
ously, peace can be achieved within 
a few days," ἃ Vietcong spokesman 
said. 

Ly Van Sau, official spokesman of 
the Vietcong delegation to the Viet- 
mam peace talks, also poured scorn 
on statements by U.S. Secretary of 
State William Rogers that success 
is near for Nixon Administration 
policies in Vietnam. 

“Mr. Rogers' aim is clear,” Sau 
said. “On the eve of the Republican 
Convention, he was trying to trick 
American opinion inte thinking that 
Vietnamization has succeded, 

“In the last few days American 
government leaders have made state- 


ments aiming to convince that Presi- 
dent Nixon during his term in offict- 
has only sought peace and that it 
peace has net come, it is the fault 
of the Vietnamese,” Sau said, “Such 
statements are absolutely false.” 

Speaking at his delegation’s down- 
town headquarters, Sau said that as 
for the Thieu regime, “It is not 
worth the U.S. spending billions of 
dollars to have tens of thousands of 
American boys killed and hundreds 
of thousands wounded for the sake 
of such a bellicose, dictatorial and 
corrupt administration. 

“We don’t want to humillate the 
U.S. or make the U.S. capitulate as 
President Nixon always pretends," 
he sald. 

“But if President Nixon continues 
his same policies of the last four 
years, then peace cannot be 
achieved,” Sau said.

KREMLIN FIRES FILM HEAD 


SOVIET CINEMA 
‘LACKS PRINCIPLES’ 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Krem- 
lin yesterday announced the dismis~

The decree accuses the commit- 
tee of 64-year-old Mr. Romanov of 
lowering its ideological criteria, It 
avoided mentioning him by name, 
but the simultaneous announcement 
of his dismissal clearly meant that 
he was held responsible for the 
failures. 

‘The decree said: “There have been 
attempts at unoritical borrowing of 
the methods of foreign cinemato- 
graphy, alien to the art of socialist 
realism.” 


The lengthy decree did not single 
out any Soviet film by name. Ob- 
servers believe authorities avoid 
public mention of films or plays of 
which they do not entirely approve 
because this might stimulate public 
curiosity to see them.

CAPE TOWN (UPI). — The Liberian tanker Os- 
wego Guardian, trailing an oil slick almost two 
kilometres wide, inched toward Cape Town yes- 
terday following the heaviest tonnage collision on 
record. 

Rescue ships and South African Air Force planes 
located only four of the crew of 50 of another 
Liberian tanker, the 43,839-ton (100,618 dead- 
weight) Texanitea, which exploded and sank min- 
utes after colliding with the 48,320-ton (95,608 
deadweight} Oswego Guardian on Monday. Officials 
said the total tonnage involved was a record for 
sea collisions. 

The Texanita’s Greek captain, Juoriois Salvar- 
dos, told rescuers he and his two fellow survivors 
heard a “tremendous explosion” which “ripped her 
guts out" about 50 sea miles east of Cape Agul- 
has, the southernmost point.of the African conti- 
nent.

NEW YORE (AP). — 

OMEN across America will 
march, rally and ring bells 
Saturday to celebrate the 52nd an- 
niversary of the day they won the 
vote andto urgé adoption of another 
constitutional amendment further 
guaranteeing the rights of females. 

Tt was on August 26, 1920, that 
the U.S. completed ratification of 
the 19th Amendment to the Consti- 
tution, the one giving women the 
Tight to vote. Fifty years later, 
feminists organized the first wo- 
men's strike for equality, now an 
annual event. 

This year, organizers say they 
will concentrate on urging ratifica- 
tlon of the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment. The Amendment has 
been ratified by 20 states and re- 
jected by two. It requires ratifica- 
tion by 38 states for passage. 

Among the participants will be 
some organizations not usually iden- 
tified with the Women's Libera- 
tion movement. Among them are the 
League of Women Voters, business 
and professional women and the 
American Association of Universi- 
ty Women, all long-established 
American women's organizations. 

“The movement has come of age," 
added Betty Friedan, pioneer fem-

Indeed, the soaring home demand, 
both of commercial firms and public 


bodies, seems to have provided ‘ 


enough employment for our software 
producers, so that they have been 
thriving without diverting much at- 
tention to exports. When the idea 
of jumping on the computer band- 
wagon was first suggested (at the 
Jerusalem Conference of 1968), it 
Was presumed that slim though our 
chances may be as regards hard- 
ware, software exports could be ex- 
panded substantially. However, ac- 
tual development has been the op- 
Poalte. In 1969 and 1970 software 
exports averaged $100,000, and 
though they have risen since — 
mainly to Europe and to developing 
countries — the respective amounts 
:are still so small that marketing 
costs abroad handicap further ex- 
pansion. 


JOIN FORCES 

Only lately have producers begun 
to join forces for promoting sales 
and tendering overseas. On the other 
hand, export of Elbit small com- 
puters, of disc drives produced by 
the Xerox Haifa subsidiary and of 
several other hardware items, 
minals, minicomputers, compon- 
ents) produced here, is already run- 
ning into millions of dollars, It 
stands to reason that the situation 
will change in the course of time, un- 
less one of the major computer 
companies chooses to make this 
country a base for their worki-wide 
production. But even the above 
figures show that our computer in- 
dustry need not be confined to the 
local market. 
Owing perhaps to this industry's 
complexity and to the difficulty of 
drawing a clear line ‘between pro- 
duction and service, no complete 
[data are available concerning out- 
put, investments, etc. Software is 
produced by about 25 firms employ- 
ing about 300 professionals, while 
the number of hardware producers 
may be a dozen. One it fea- 
ture of this industry is, however, 
worth mentioning, namely, the close 
links already existing between tthe 
Israeli firms and some of the major 
firms abroad. Thus Elbit is control- 
led by: the Control Data Corporation 
“(while 49.9 per cent of it is held by 
the Discount Bank Investment Cor- 
poration). The Haifa disc drives 
company is a subsidiary of Xerox. 
Several of the software producers 
are affiliates or joint ventures of re- 
puted foreign —- mostly American — 
firms. This close cooperation has 
doubtless helped our industry to ad- 
vance rapidly althowgh.jt may have 
also handicapped its export ‘perfor- 


mance.

More workshops 
for the aged

The Labour Ministry will establish 
a string of workshops throughout 
the country for use by pensioners, 
Minister of Labour Yosef Almogi, 
said in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Speaking with reporters during a 
visit to the offices of the voluntary 
organization Lifeline for the Aged, 
Mr, Almogi noted that there are 
200,000 old people in Israel and 
their proportion in the general 
population will rise steadily. 

“The time to think of these 
people's: needs is right now," Mr. 
Almogi said. “The workshops we 
are planning will serve a twofold 
purpose. They will enable retired 
folks to aid us as Jong as there 
is a labour shortage and will also 
offer them a place to enjoy their 
hobbies and avocations, if that is 
what they are interested in.” 

& LONG WAY 

Mr. Almogi also predicted that 
the proposed laws on pensions, re- 
habilitation and compulsory health 
insurance would go a long way in 
helping the country meet the needs 
of its senior citizens. 

The Minister, obviously impressed 
by what he saw at the Lifeline 
centre, heaped praise on the volun- 
teer directors of the institution and 
said it could serve as a model for 
similar agencies throughout the na- 
tion. He said his Ministry would 
help Lifeline’s budget by paying the 
salaries of its vocational instructors. 
The “centre, founded eight years 
ago by a Jerusalem school teacher,

Mrs. Miriam Mendelow, the found- 
er of Lifeline for the Aged, led the 
Minister on a tour of the centre's 
workshops, where he saw scores of 
aged Jerusalemites —- one of them 
93-years-old — working in a bindery, 
sewing shop, ceramics workshop, 
metalworking room, box factory and 
sisal weaving plant. 

Each worker is paid a daily wage 
of IL4 and is entitled to free dental, 
ophthalmic and chiropody services at 
the centre. All of the products are 
offered for sale at competitive 
prices both at the centre's own re- 
tail shop at 23 Rehov Shivtei Yis- 
rael, and at gift shops throughout 
the country, 

The idea of paying the members 
a piecework wage was rejected in 
order not to embarrass handicapped 
persons who could not produce as 
much as other members. 

‘Mrs. Mendelow recalled the birth 
of the centre. She said she had 
noticed how her students would ri- 
dicule the old men and women on 
the streets near the school in 
Mahane Yehuda. 


CHILDREN'S EYES 

“The only way to prevent this, 
thought, was by making the old 
people appear productive in the eyes 
of the children, I started this place 
with a handful of people and two 
pledges of offictal aid — 11.50 daily 
from the Jerusalem Munictpality and 
IL1-plus-a-teacher from the Labour 
Ministry. Our first project was a 
book bindery. The reason 
simple: to show the young people 
that the books they age are 
repaired by those same old people 
whom they used to look down upon... 

Mrs. Mendelow said the centre 
today sponsors home industries for 
old people unable to leave their 
homes and a meals-on-wheels pro- 
gramme which distributes hot food 
to bedridden persons throughout the 
Capital. 

“But our main aim is to give old 
people a purpose in life, a sense of 
doing something,” she said. “Our 
motto is, ‘God, if I am to die to- 
morrow, let me work today’.”

ment Company (IRDC}, founded 
in 1967, had up to March 31, 1971 
only invested IL3.7m. in ten ven- 
tures. Six of them now show heavy 
losses, according to a report by the 
State Comptrolier. 

The company was launched by the 
Government in partnership with 
Private investors, but the private 
investors opted out when they saw 
which way the wind was blowing, 
leaving the Government as - almost 
sole proprietor. 

The purpose of IRDC is to put 
new scientific and technological 
discoveries into production, by help- 
ing finance science-based enterprises. 
There is — and should be — a 
Tisk element in this, the State 
Comptroller points out, so the private 
investors represented on the Board 
were wrong to complain. On the 
other band more attention should 
have béen given to ensure financial 
success. 

One project concerned the manu- 
facture of a new type of re-charge- 
able battery, based on zinc and 
bromine (the latter a material found 
in the Negev). Prototypes evoked 
the interest of a foreign company. 
The venture had been sponsored by 
Dead Sea Works, who brought it 
to the notice of IRDC, then sold 
their rights in the project to IRDC 
for IL60,000. IRDC added another 
1L53,000 of capital Meanwhile the 
foreign company received more 
technical details and decided it was 
not interested after 811, IRDC wrote 
off its placement (totalling 
TL113,000), and is looking for a 
foreigner to buy the patent. 


MEDICAL 

An electronics company suggested 
ἃ joint venture in medical elec- 
tronics. It was set up in February 
1969, and started losing money — 
yet the subject was not brought 
up for discussion at Board meetings 
of IRDC till November. By the 
end of the fiscal year 1969/70, it 
was found that expenses had mount- 
ed to 11472,000, as against a fore- 
cast of I1410,000; and sales had 
fetched only 1.135,000, instead of 
1L370,000. The electronics company 
that had originally suggested the 
idea now pulled out. IRDC still 
believes that the products which had

raeli plant to another foreign in- 
vestor. Having put in 1.400,000, it 
mianaged to get back half that 
sum. Taking into account a loss 
on its investment in the one-man 
company abroad, IRDC is down on 
the deal by 11220,000. 


FINE CHEMICALS 

A subsidiary to supply software 
for computers folded. Loss: 1L330,000. 
A company was formed to manufac- 
ture composite materials, at an in- 
vestment of IL260,000. (Zt joined 
different plastic substances together, 
in some cases with metal, to make 
substitutes for steel.) In the first 
year, costs of production and 
marketing were 1110000 — and 
sales netted 120,500. This com- 
pany folded too. Loss to IRDC: 
1195,000. 

A company set up to make fine 
chemicals is still in business (and 
may even become profitable) but 
flopped on one project, involving 2 
write-off of investments by IRDC 
to the tune of 11175,000. Reason is 
that the device was mistakenly 
thought to be ready for production. 
The company should have known 
that a lot more research was needed, 
as the chairman of IRDC himself 
pointed out when the failure became 
apparent. 

The biggest single investment 
made by IRDC (in a teaching aids 
company) was successful financially. 
But Government members on the 
Board point out that this is not 
a science-based enterprise, so IRDC's 
participation is in contravention of 
its terms of reference, ag laid down 
by the Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee.
